worse this time. It was 
bad 
enough 
when policemen in Chicago answered 
taunts and defiance with 
nightsticks, 
but now we have given the world the 
terrifying spectacle of Ohio

Guard troops at Kent State University 
responding to sticks and stones 
with 
bayonets and gun butts and live am­ 
munition. 


The same pattern 
has 
occurred 
again and again on other campuses, we 
are reminded. 
Bv 
meeting 
violence 
with violence— and sometimes nonvio­ 
lence with violence— authorities end up 
creating more radicals than they 
can 
possibly gas or club or throw into jail 
and themselves rend the social fabric 
far more than any dissenters. 


There is truth in these 
charges. 
Vet 
having stated 
them, 
what 
has 
really been said? 


It is to say, in 
effect, 
that 
United States 
is 
inexperienced 
clumsy in the practice of political 
pression. Police can deal with 
indivi­ 
dual criminals and the National Guard 
can handle 
m ass 
insurrections, 
but 
neither of them is trained nor equipped 
for anything in between. 
It is to say, in 
effect, 
that 
the 
United States is a country 
in 
which 
law and order depend above all 
upon 
the voluntary acceptance by the over­ 
whelming majority of its 
citizens 
of 
certain 
standards 
of 
behavior 
and 
civility, and that when general respect 
for the law’ breaks down, authority can 
do nothing except lash out blindly and 
massively, injuring the innocent more 
often than the guilty. 
It is to say, in 
effect, 
that 
the 
United States is a long way from being 
a police state 
or 
tightly 
controlled 
totalitarian dictatorship. 


Americans can choose one of two 
courses. They can remove all law 
en­ 
forcement personnel and all civil auth­ 
ority from the scene whenever a 
riot 
breaks out, thus guaranteeing that n o 
demonstrator ever again has his head 
split by a police billy club or no student 
ever again has his life snuffed out by 


a National Guard bullet; or we can do 
as we have done— attempt to restrain 
and isolate lawlessness with measured 
force, while encouraging 
the 
expres­ 
sion of dissent through legitimate and 
const motive channels. 


Few would accept tile first alter­ 
native. with its obvious consequences. 
Yet when once we move to quell distur­ 
bance, we open the door to the always- 
present possibility of the kind of thing 
which happened at Kent State. 
Yes, the guardsmen overreacted at 
Kent, but what good does it do to say 
that. as if it were the explanation for 
everything, or to 
take 
the 
opposite 
view— that the students brought it on 
themselves? Unless both sides are wil­ 
ling to accept equal responsibility 
for 
the Kent tragedy, we are 
doomed 
to 
see that tragedy repeated in another 
place at another time. 


There is a 
third 
alternative, 
of 
course: We could take steps to ensure 
that riots never break out at all. 
There are no riots in Russia, for 
a good example, except phony ones en­ 
gineered 
against 
foreign embassies. 
We need not look too deeply to under­ 
stand how that country 
manages 
to 
preserve 
its 
particular 
version 
of 
domestic tranquility. 
First and foremost, we would have 
to abolish all free speech and press and 
right of assembly. No criticism of the 
government could bt* tolerated for 
an 
instant. 
A network of spies and informers 
and all the machinery of a secret police 
would have to be constructed and dos­ 
siers compiled on every suspect citizen 
— and that means every citizen. 
Dissidents like the 
Abhie 
Hoff­ 
mans and Jerry Rubins would have to 
he liquidated without open trials— cer­ 
tainly not given publicity and allowed 
to wander ai>out on bail. 
In short, to prevent popular 
vio­ 
lence, official violence, both physical 
and psychological, would have to he 
elevated into a consummate art. 
Rut now we 
are 
talking 
about 
nightmares, and night has not defend­ 
ed on America . . . yet.

I arn a diabetic and 
since I travel extensively I al­

hypodermic 
syringe and insulin. I do not 
however, carry any kind of doc­ 
tor’s statement to prove I’m 
a diabetic. Am I violating the 
law? 
A. No. The law allows a per­ 
son to possess a hypodermic 
syringe, hypodermic needles or 
similar instruments as long as 
such possession is under the 
direction of a licensed physi­ 
cian. However, to avoid the em ­ 
barrassment of an arrest and 
for his medical protection, that 
person should at all times carry 
a card or written prescription 
which authorizes his possession 
of the instrument and states 
the nature of his illness.

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On the House

One of the most versatile do- 
it-yourself materials of recent 
years is latex foam rubber. 
Although it is sold in many 
different forms, only two are of 
immediate interest to the per­ 
son who wants to make reversi­ 
ble cushions, throw pillows, pad­ 
ded 
headboards, 
seats 
for 
benches and stools, table pads, 
chair seats, upholstering for so­ 
fas, etc. 


One is the solid sheet or slab: 
of foam without the holes usuals 
ly associated with foam rubber.! 
It is sold in thicknesses from: 
V ’ to 2” and is used primarily 
where relatively thin padding is 
required, such as on the arms 
and backs of straight chairs or 
as a window seat cushion. 
The 
other, 
called 
pincore 
foam, is sold in thicknesses up 
to 6” . It has numerous, pencil- 
thick holes running through it 
and comes flat or crowned to 


make 
thick, 
rounded, 
extra­ 
plump cushions. 
An important factor in the 
purchase of foam rubber is the 
correct size, whether you cut it 
yourself or bring in a pattern to 
have it cut professionally. The 
key is to allow an extra margin 
of 
around all sides, so that 
the material can be compressed 
within its fabric covering. If this 
is not done, the fabric will not 
fit tightly and will tend to devel­ 
op wrinkles in usage. 
Thicknesses up to about 2” 
can be cut by the do-it-yoursel­ 
fer with a pair of scissors. 
Thicker pieces can be cut on a 
bandsaw or with an upholster­ 


er’s electric knife, although in 
some cases it can be done with 
a pair of stout shears.

Most foam rubber projects, 
such as covering a kitchen chair 
seat and reupholstering a sofa, 
can be given a professional ap­ 
pearance with the use of a rub­ 
ber fabricating cement of the 
type found in offices and ordi­ 
nary muslin tacking tape. An 
especially tight bond can be ob­ 


tained by using two coats of ce­ 
ment on both the foam and the 
tacking tape, applying the sec­ 
ond coat after the first has dried 
completely. The two surfaces 
are joined after the second coat 
has dried enough to become 
tacky. 
Aside from the more obvious 
uses of latex foam rubber, there 
are some interesting uses to 
which small leftover pieces can 
be put. These include a covering 
for wire hangers to eliminate 
the crease you often find in 
trousers hung on the bare wire; 
as a “ brush” for both lint and 
pet hair; to stop small rattles 
around the house from such

Old Rock Star 
Becomes Producer 


By M A RY C A M PBELL 


A P Xewsfeaturfs Writer 
Al Kooper, who started Blood. 
Sweat & Tears and left it when 
it looked to him like a sinking 
ship, has no regrets now thaXy 
the group has sailed on without 
him right to the head of the re­ 
gatta. 
He says “ We weren’t getting 
along so it was just impossible 
to work. So when I left, it freed 
me to get into producing and 
they could do what they wanted. 
Leaving was good for both of us. 
We’re happy for each other, 
which is why we're friends. 
“ It doesn't make sense to be 
angry with anyone. Everything 
blows over, there is enough 
angriness in the world; keep it 
out of music.’’ 
After 
“ Blood. 
Sweat 
j 
Tears’’ sold a million copies, lis-i 
toners went back and bought the 
group’s previous LF, “ Child is 
the Father to Man,” on which 
Kooper wrote much of the mate­ 
rial and sang leads. 
In 
general, 
Kooper doesn’t 
like to stay with a group too 
long anyway. “ A group means' 
you’re limited to what they do. I 
It doesn't make sense for me to 
be in a group for more than the 
talent lasts, which is usually 
two years. Then they’ve gone as 
far as they can go and they re­ 
hash and play the same thing 


sideways and b a c k w a r d s . 
They’re a slave to money or 
lame or something. Which is 
okay, you know, but not my cup 
of tea.” 
Kooper got his big break when 
he was invited to a Bob Dylan 
recording session and sat down 
at the organ and played along 
on “ Like a Rolling Stone.” It 
has been written that he didn’t 
know- how to play organ at the 
Hme, but he says that’s an ex­ 
aggeration. “ I knew the key­ 
board. But I didn't know the ca­ 
pabilities of the instrument. I 
w'as more familiar with piano 
and I was a guitar player at 
'hat time. I toured with Dylan 
and played on two albums with 
him. ‘Blonde on Blonde’ and 
'Highway 61 Revisited.’ ” 
After that he joined the Blues 
Project for about three years 
and four LPs. on which he sang 
most of the leads, wrote songs 
and played organ. 
Then came Blood. Sweat & 
Tears, started with Steve Katz 
from the Blues Project and so 
named. Kooper says, “ because 
that’s about what it took to put 
it together.” Then a producing1 
(and performing) job at Colum­ 
bia Records, where Kooper re-1 
cently sat in his office, wearing 
woven cloth high shoes, a yellow 
birt with embroidered red flow­ 
ers with white centers bib over­ 


alls and the beginnings of a 
beard. 
“ Taking the job here was im­ 
portant to me for the people 
that come after me. A major 
company 
hired 
someone 
who 
had never produced a record, 
who came out of playing. Ifs 
important to me to do well so 
‘hat other players can go into 
his field when they’re tired of 
playing. 
Nobody 
knows 
what 
happens to rock ‘n’ roll stars 
when they grow old because no­ 
body is old yet.”

Can a w om an raised in a bus­ 
tling m etropolis find the perfect 
way of life w eaving tap estries in 
a circa 1906 house off a ru ral

D orian Zachal has. 
The freew heeling artist, who 
sprinkles her conversation liber­ 
ally w ith four-letter w ords, de­ 
scribes her life style this w ay: 
My cup runneth over every day. 
I have the outdoors—som ething 
very d ea r to me. The living is 
cheap. And out here, I have my 
privacy. I can walk down the 
road crying and no one inter­ 
feres.” 
Living alone in the country is 
very hard for a Jersey City, 
N .J., born and brod girl, she ad ­ 
m its, but she thrives on it. “ I 
like the feeling I can control my 
own environm ent.” she says. 
When she's not w atching the 
sun rise or set, putting out food 
for the birds, w alking or ru n ­ 
ning in the woods behind her 
house or skiing or sw im m ing 
nearby, 
she 
m ay 
be 
baking 
bread, m aking m aple syrup or 
tinkering with her own m echani­ 
cal repairs. 
H er loom, at which she spends 
a m ajo r portion of each day and 
which provides her w ith her sole 
source of incom e, is sim ply part 
of her life style. “ My m ain con 
cern is the whole business of liv­ 
ing. E ven though I am totally 
and com pletely com m itted 
to 
tapestry 
and 
textiles, 
som e­ 
tim es I m ust adm it it's not as 


[large a p a rt of life as it should 
be.” 
Tossing 
her 
long 
dirty- 
blonde hair, which together with 
her w hite m icro-m ini and her 
tall, slender figure m ake her ap­ 
pear far younger than her 38 
[years, she elaborated on her 
philosophy. 
“ Some 
a rtists 
don't 
care 
about anything except the prod­ 
uct. But I ca re about the rest of 
it very m uch.” 
Although she asserts, “ I feel I 
i haven t done w hat I have to do 
yet; I'm a perfectionist; I w ant 
to w eave the most beautiful tap ­ 
estries ev er seen,” her accom ­ 
plishm ents on the loom speak 
for them selves. Several of her 
tap estries now are on exhibit 
with the “ O bject USA” a rt show 
now touring the country. A seg­ 
m ent of an ABC television spe­ 
cial, “ With These H ands: The 
R ebirth of the A m erican C rafts­ 
m an ’’ focuses on her work and 
her life.

w as an understudy at the New’ 
D ance G roup in New Y ork, and 
realized I didn’t like the w ay of 
life.

electronic 
robots. 
Ole Molaug, son of a small 
farm er in an almost deserted 
valley in western Norway, con­ 
ceived of the robot idea when 
there weren’t enough skilled la­ 
borers for a local road building 
job. When he failed to get fi­ 
nancial backing for research, 


Molaug abandoned the idea for 
several years—until he had got­ 
ten a degree in electronics and 
had gone to work in a large 
factory. 
The factory had run into a 
production snag in their paint 
shop and had asked Molaug to 
suggest a solution. 
“ Here must be the right place 
for a robot,” he thought almost 
by habit. Thus began months of 
research, by Molaug and his as­ 
sistants, much of it after work­ 
ing hours. A test model was 


completed in February 167, but 
it wasn’t until late 1969 that the 
first robots were delivered to a 
Swedish bathtub manufacturer 
to be used for enameling bath­ 
tubs. 
Molaug’s robot is an electroni­ 
cally-controlled machine with a 
bodv and a brain in separate 
units. The body is a one-armed 
creature with hip, shoulder, el­ 
bow and wrist, run by electro- 
hydraulic controls and capable 
of both horizontal and vertical 
movement. The brain’s nerve 
system is run by computer pro­ 
gram ed card circuits. 
The robot is programed to 


paint a particular item in a par­ 
ticular way. It is a boon to man­ 
ufacturers. for unlike human 
beings the robot is not troubled 
by paint fumes, does not tire 
and does not gripe about any­ 
thing. 
Although the factory, Trail ta 
Nils Underhaug, began the ro- 
| bot for its own use. it soon be- 
I gan receiving requests for infor­ 
mation about the new machine, 
and decided to manufacture it 
for sale, Molaug as named to 
lead the project
